Freedom From Insect Pests 


Adds to Enjoyment of Desert 


Compared to many o th er sections of 
the country and world, the desert re­ 
gion has always been relatively free 
from many of the sm aller Insect pests. 
The notorious duo of human annoy- 
ers elsewhere, fleas and mosquitoes, are 
virtually unknown in th is warm dry 
clime, and even if "im ported" do not 
long survive under norm al conditions. 
Due to irrigation in th e agricultural 
section to the south som e trouble with 
gnats was experienced for a time, but 
has been virtually elim inated by chem ­ 
ical treatm ent of th at area and the 
adoption of an exterm ination program. 
Flies are occasional nuisances around 
lawn planting time, but w ith a C ity or­ 
dinance proposed perm itting only non­ 
fly breeding chemical fertilizers, pros­ 
pects are encouraging to control this 
most common nuisance .In the seasons 
ahead. 
In this particular p art of the desert, 
wildlife is sparse in anim al and fowl- 
k in g d o m s consisting of occasional 
glimpses of a scampering pack rat, Mo­ 


jave squirrel, jack rabbit or harm less 
lizard. The symbolic fowl is the long­ 
legged 
rcadrunner, w ith some dove, 
quail and the usual variety of small 
birds. 
No part of the U nited States is free 
from reptiles and the desert does have 
its fam ous "sidew inder" which is more 
feared th an seen unless one goes out of 
the w ay to search. Most residents who 
have lived here for m any years have 
rarely 
him due to his tendency to 
avoid inhabited areas. 
All in all this is one of the few places 
where people can enjoy the groat out- 
of-doors day or night w ithout some 
form of annoyance, even from the wea­ 
ther w hich nine tim es out of ten is ex­ 
actly w hat was w anted and confidently 
expected. 
Add to this a m ixture of majestic 
m ountains, shim m ering sands, bright 
sun or sta rs and invigorating ozone and 
one can well say th a t Palm Springs is 
one place w here nature is nearest to 
perfection most m onths of the year.
